Forty thousand dollars is deemed 
necessary for ithe intial survey. Of 
this amount the state has signified 
an intention to contribute’ one- 
fourth, while the United States Rec- 
lamation service has offered to give 
half of the money needed. The /4e- 
; maining ten thousand dollars should 
|] be easily raised in this community. 
| -The use for such a dam is patent. 
Not alone would it serve to keep 
the salt water of the sea away from 
the .rich land of the delta region, 
but it would serve as a. highway 
for rail and vehicle fraffic from 
shore to shore. This in turn would 
operate to make the country far 
more valuable as a source of sup- 
ply for the cities of the bay region. 
In the event such a dam is built, 
Richmond would logically be the 
junction point for all traffic and 
\ there would accfue to it much bus- 
pao not now mpaetble to the city.
